The first comprehensive zoning ordinance' 
in this country was on*' passed in New \o r k 
city in 11*16. 
R .January I, 1U2JI, there were 
121) zoned cities towns and villages in th*4 
United States. Today approximately 21,000,- 
000 people,

municipalities 
throughout the country, enjoy th** benefits of 
zoning. The chief centers of zoning efforts 
are found in New York, New .Jersey, Caliim*- 
nja, Ohio, Massachusetts, Illinois and Wis­ 
consin. Rut the plan is spreading. 
A zoning ordinance, as defined by Seer - 
tary of Uommerce Hoover, is a “reasonable, 
neighborly agreement as to the use of land. 
It should promote health, satety, morals and 
general community welfare by regulating the 
use to which land and structures may be put 
in given areas, the height and number of 
stories of the buildings, and the areas of th** 
lots to be occupied by the buildings. 
Cities which have “just g rowed 
I lave 
been found wanting in attractiveness as well 
as in health and safety. It now seems p o s s i ­ 
ble to direct municipal growth so that no sec­ 
tion suffers from the encroachment of other 


sec tions, so that residence districts may have 
lawns and clean air and abundant sunshine. 
so that business and manufacturing sections 
may have suitable transportation and so thai 
oth* r obvious benefits may lie secured to citi­ 
zens.

Th* famous stoiy of “How C yius I.ald 
the Cable” has its counterpail in the lay b i g 
of a new ocean cabio by the Western I Ilion 
Telegraph company, under t’le direction of 
President Newcomb Carlton.

Increase iii Zoning 


The first comprehensive zoning ordinance 
in this country was one passed iii New York 
city in 1918. My .January I, 192.'!, there were 
129 zoned cities, towns and villages in tho 
United States. Today approximately 21,000,- 
000 people, 
living 
iii 
201 
municipalities 
throughout the country, enjoy the benefits of 
zoning. The chief centers of zoning efforts 
are found in New York, New Jersey, Califor­ 
nia, Ohio, Massachusetts, Illinois and W is­ 
consin. 
But the plan is .spreading. 
A zoning ordinance, as defined by Seer *- 
tary of Commerce Hoover, is a “reasonable, 
neighborly agreement as to the use of land." 
It should promote health, safety, morals and 
general community welfare by regulating the 
use to which land and structures may be put 
in given areas, th** height and number of 
stories of the buildings, and th** areas of the 
lots to be occupied by the buildings. 
Cities whir* have "just growed" have 
been found wanting in attractiveness as well 
as in health and safety. 
It now seems jtossi- 
ble to direct municipal growth so that no sec­ 
tion suffers from the encroachment of other 
sections, no that residence districts may have 
lawns and clean air and abundant sunshine, 
so that business and manufacturing sections 
may have suitable transportation and so that 
other obvious benefits may In* secured to citi­ 
zens. 
It is no wonder that zoning is spread­ 
ing rapidly.

The fatuous story of “How C yius Laid 
the Cable" has its counterpart in the laying 
of a new ocean cable by the Western Union 
Telegraph company, under fie direction of 
President Newcomb Carlton. 
Mr. Carlton hail a theory that a more 
efficient cable could be made of a new metal 
called “permalloy," an alloy of nickel and iron 
in definite proportions. 
Ile thought it would 
la so much more e ffec ts e that a direct cable 
could tie laid all the way from New Yolk to 
Italy, instead of the usual short jumps and 
relays. 
There was no way to tell except to 
try it, so Mr. Carlton spent $4,(KIO,CKH) of his 
company's money laying the cable. 
The result exceeded expectations. Shorter 
cables ut the old type will carry only 250 to 
IOO letters a minute. Tin- new cc^je carries 
1,700 letters a minute. 
The improvement 
results from the greater ‘‘magnetic perme­ 
ability* of the new metal 
it transmits mag­ 
ic tic waves many time belter than soft iron.
